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1. The membership of the FDJ is 430,CO0O of which only thirty percent are active, 
according to officiel statistics. In L8bau only ten vercent of the member— 
ship are active. 


2. Monetary contributions are being made to the FDJ by the SMA headquarters 
in Karishorst for the maintenance of indoctrination schools. 


3. Werner Ruprecht delivered a speech on current FDJ indoctrination activitia . 
During this speech Majors Bedin and Fenepetroff of the SMA were present. 
Ruprecht said, in essence, that 6,500 youths have been Spee ee in 
the thirty-one FDJ indoctrination schools in operation up to da 
Between ten and twenty percent of those pupils have remained or eee to 
the schools to asgist in indoctrination work. Of the thirty-one schools, 
thirteen are in Thuringia taking care of 2,800 pupils; six are in Land 
Saxony with a total of 1,080 pupils; three are in Mecklenburg with 300 
pupils; three schools are in Brandenburg with 400 pupils; five in Saxony-Anhel§ 
with 1080 pupils; and one school is located at Bogensse with 230 pupile. 


4. The next course at Bogensee was scheduled to run from 26 March 1947 to 
23 May 1947. Werner Ruprecht is authorized to select the students. 


5. A proposal has been made by the FDJ to the SMA requesting that five percent 
of the total book preduction in the entire Soviet Zone be reserved for 
the FDJ. 


6 Meissen was tentatively selected as the site of the next FDJ convention. 
One thousand delegatss and 400 guests are expected to attend this meeting. 
Delegates will be chosen on the basis of one for every 600 members in the 
Russian Zone and ene for every 300 members in the western zones. There 


will be twenty-five delegates from Berlin. 
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
